House Judiciary Committee has de- 
cided to confine its investigation of 
prohibition to eight days, with 
brief periods of rebutai to follow. 
Vigorous objection is expected from 
opponents of the dry laws who had 
fnticipated a broad, general in- 
qguiry occupying many weeks. 

The committee was in recess to- 
day after devoting two days to 
witnesses urging repeal of the anti- 
liquor laws and meeting in execu- 
tive session to decide on a course of 
procedure. 

The wets will have two more days 
next week, after which the drys 
will have their say. It is planned 
to hold hearings on Wednesdays 
and Thursdays of each week until 
the specified time has been given

$10,000,000 FOR 
TRADE SCHOOLS 


Decides to Devote Much of 
Time to Helping Young 
Men Find Their Places in 


By the Associated Press. 

FORT MYERS, Filia, Feb. 14.-— 
Henry Ford has announced his in- 
tention of devoting $100,000,000 of 
his fortune to the founding of 
schools. He said he had not yet de- 
cided on the number or location of 
the schools, but that some of them 
would be large institutions and 
that they would be situated in va- 
rious parts of the country. 

He said society owed young peo- 
ple the opportunity to be educated 
for useful citizenship and he in- 
tended to devote much time, money 
and energy tothe establishment 
of trade schools and teaching. 

Having a definite plan, he said, 
he intended to invest his money in 
his. own way and did not want 
suggestions from persons who nev- 
er made or saved a dollar on how 
he should spend a million. 

Ford attributed much of the 
crime to failure of schools to teach 
young men how to fit into the 
world. Racketeering hé described 
as a revolt against educational 
methods which he said were im- 
proper and ineffectual. 

He expressed the opinion that 
everyone should learn a trade and 
become sufficiently skilled in some 
line of work so that he could ob- 
tain employment. 

The schools which he plans, Ford 
said, would be self-supporting. Aca- 
demic subjects would be taught in 
the lower grades and vocational 
subjects made available to students 
as soon as they were prepared for 
them. The arts and commercial 
courses would be offered as well as 
mechanical training, he said.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 14.— 
Barney Goodman, Kansas City real 
estate man, and the sole person ar- 
rested New Years eve by a group 
of Federal dry agents, today failed 
in an effort to recover four quarts 
of whisky on the ground it was of 
pre-war origin and legally ac- 
quired.

St. Louis and vicinity are ex- 
periencing an epidemic of strepto- 
coccus infection of the _ throat, 
which in a few instances has re- 
sulted in deaths, and in some oth- 
ers bas caused’ pneumonia or 
lesser complications. Most of the 
sufferers, however, have experi- 
enced only severe or prnor sore 
throats. 

The; source.of the inteotion, is 
not knowti, but the’ streptococcus 
germ may be spread by personal 
contact. of: all. kinds—coughing, 
Sneezing, kissing,* “use “of infected 
eating and drinking utensils’ and 
similar close association with the 
carriers of the germ. The strepto- 
coccus has numerous varieties, 
ranging from the virulent to the 
innocuous, and physicians say the 
normal throat harbors mild -strep- 
tococci. | 

Sore throats of the streptococcus 
variety ordinarily have been prev- 
alent here every winter, but med- 
ical specialists say they have in- 
creased since’ the influenza — of 
1928. One general practitioner in 
southern St. Louis Coanty and 
South St. Louis said he had treated 
more than 100 such cases this win- 
ter. The- ailment sometimes is 
called “strep throat.” 

Warning by Starkioff. 

Health Commissioner ‘Starkioff, 
‘in a recent public warning of the 
epidemic, advised persons suffer- 
ing from sore throat to seek im- 
mediate medical attention.’ Strep- 
tococcus. throat infection, he said, 
is hard to diagnose immediately, as 
it presents the same superficial 4s- 
pect as milder complaints.

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Opinions of New Chief Justice 
In Important Cases Decided 
In Previous Term on Bench 


These and His Published Law Lectures Re- 
_ flect Workings of His Mind on Legisla- 
tive and J udicial Questions. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.— 
Charles Evans Hughes _ served 
nearly six years as an Associate 
Justice of the Court... He was ap- 
pointed by President Taft late in 


1910 and served unti] June, 1916, 
when he resigned to become the 
Republican candidate for the 
Presidency. 

It fell to Hughes’ lot to write 
few opinions in cases of wide pub- 
lic interest during that period, but 
several opinions in such cases were 
written by his associates and con- 
curred in by him. 

In the realm of public utility 
law the court handed down an 
opinion of great importance in 
1912, that of the Detroit Railways. 
in which the court declared that a 
street railway company had no 
vested rights in the use of the 
streets of a city after its fran- 
chise had expired. The city of De- 
troit had instituted in the State 
courts of Michigan a suit to oust 
the street railway company from 
the streets of Detroit after the ex- 
piration of its franchise. The po- 
sition of the city had been upheld 
by the Michigan Supreme Court 
and the case was taken on appea! 
United States Supreme 


Decided Against Utilities. 

Justice Day delivered the opin- 
ion, which was concurred in by 
Justice Hughes and all the other 
members of the court. The law 
was stated in this language:

Pointing out that the cault is a 
judicial not a legislative body, he 
observes that in giving judicial con- 
struction to legislative acts, the 
Judges not infrequently sustain an 
act,, which, were they legislators, 
they would oppose. 

“Another established principle,” 
he said, “is that the Supreme Court 
does not undertake to review ques- 
tions of legislative policy. For the 
purposes of the courts, the legis- 
lature within its sphere is deemed 
to possess all available knowledge 
and to be the treasure house of 
wisdom. So long as it acts within 
the limits of legislative power, the 
actualities of legisldtive processes 
are not the subject ef judicial-con- 
sideration. 


Holding the Judicial Balance. 


“When the Court is dealing with 
the question whether a legislative 
act is arbitrary, and transcends the 
limits of reason which are deemed 
to be 4mbraced in the fundamental 
<onception of due process of law 
or of equal protection of the laws, 
it may be difficult to draw the line 
between what is regarded as whol- 
ly unreasonable and what is 
deemed to be unwise. 

“It is doubtless true that men 
holding strong convictions as to 
the unwisdom of legislation may 
easily pass to the position that it 
is wholly unreasonable. But the 
distinction nevertheless exists and 
it is ever present to the conscien- 
tious Judge. He recognizes that 
there is a wide domain of legis- 
lative discretion before constitu- 
tional boundaries are reached. and 
he holds himself to the duty of not 
allowing his views of the proper 
exercise of that discretion to con- 
trol. He does his work in an Ob- 
jective spirit. 

“If it be said thaj this is an im- 
possible degree of self-control, and 
that, even with the most conscien- 
tious Judge, political and economic 
views will sway the judgment,

VATICAN ORDERS CAMPAIGN 
AGAINST IMMODEST DRESS 


Sacred Congregation of Council 
Would Exclude Offenders from 
Church If Necessary. 

By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, Feb. 14.—The 
Sacred Congregation of the Coun- 
cil today issued instructions to all 
Roman Catholic Bishops of the 
world regarding the campaign 
against immodest dress of women, 
The note of instruction. enjoins not 
only Bishops but parish priests, 
fathers and mothers, directors of 


schools and Anstitutes, and nuns 
conducting schools to remember 
their serious duty in giving all 
necessary ingtruction and in in- 
sisting on modesty in woman’s at- 
tire. 

The instructions say that insuf- 
ficiently dressed women should not 
be admitted to the sacrament of 
communion, to congregation rules, 
or to act as godmothers at the con- 
firmation or baptism, and if neces- 
sary should be sent’ away from 
churches. All clergy and all teach- 
ing nuns and monks are directed 
to give special instructions on this 
subject on all principal feasts of 
the church, particularly that of the 
immaculate conception, Dec. 8. 

Diocesan vigilance councils are 
ordered to consider at least once a 
year the best means for banishing 
immodest modes,

Former Showed Drop of $9,646,000 
Compared to December, Com- 
merce Department Reports.

ports during January decreased 


$9,646,000 compared to the previ- 
ous month, while imports increased 
$3,000,000, leaving a balance of 
trade in favor of the country of 
$105.000,000 for the month, com- 
pared with a ‘favorable balance 
of $119,000,060 for January, 1929. 

The Department of Commerce 
announced today that January ex- 
ports totaled $417,000,000, a de- 
crease of $71,203,000 compared to 
January of last year, and that im- 
ports were $312,000,000, a gain of 
$3,000,000 over December, but 
$56,897,000 under the correspond- 
ing month of 1929. 

For the seven months ending 
with January, exports totaled $3,- 
034,971,000, a decrease of $203,- 
420,000 from the same period last 
year. Imports from the seven 
months’ period increased $50,577,- 
000, totaling $2,424,986,000 for the 
period ending in January, and $2,- 
374,409,000 in the previous corres- 
ponding period. 

Exports of gold durtng January

project. They protest that they are .safe- 
guarding their rights, but an examination of 
their case makes it appear that they are 
attempting to profiteer at the expense of 
the people of other States and of the Gov- 
ernment. 

For years the project was delayed by the 
attempt to obtain a compact among the 
seven states bordering the Colorado River 
concerning the division of its waters among 
them. One was finally negotiated and was 
ratified by all states concerned except Ari- 
zona, which refrained from ratifying until 
she could settie her dispute with California. 
All attempts to reach an agreement having 
failed, Congress finally passed the bill, spe- 
cifying that the work should go ahead on 
the basis of ratification by six states. The 
right was reserved to Arizona to enter the 
compact at any time.

for more water than California is willing 
to surrender, and for more than Congress 
evidently intended she should have. under 
the act.

Arizona's demand for the right te more 
water is not, however, as inexcusable as 
her other main demand, which is that high- 
er prices be charged both for the water 
and the power than those set by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. The purpose of this 
contention is not to assure a large?’ revenue 
to the Government. The act sets forth that 
if there is any surpius from the sale Of the 
water and power, above what is necessary 
to meet intere#t charges and aimortization. 
37% per cent of that surplus is to be di- 
vided between Arizona and Nevada. This 
is, im iteelf, a queer provision. Ne State 
has ever before been granted the privilege 
of making money out of public works built 
by the National Government. [n this case 
the privilege was granted in order to win 
the assent of these two states to public 
construction of the power plant. They had 
supported the power lobby’s opposition to

public development, on the ostensible ground 
that if the project were privately built they 
could derive an income from taxing it. 

It is estimated that the surplus resulting 
from the rates proposed by the Secretary 
will give Arizona and Nevada fully as much 
as they could have obtained from taxation 
of a private plant of the same value. Now 
they contend that the rates should be so 
set as to give them the maximum possibile 
return. It is preposterous that two states 
should be put in the position of private 
monopolists, exploiting for maximum profit 
the needs of citizens, especially when so 
many of these citizens are in other states. 
And think of the precedent created, of 
which other states avid for revenue might 


avail themseives'

But the attempted exactions of these two 
States do not stop here. They have, under 
the act, a right to a certain preference in 
the allotment of power. This preference 
right. however, expires by law six months 
after notification by the Secretary of the 
Interior, if they have not by that time ex- 
ercised it by making contracts, At present 
they have no use for it. What they want to 
do is to sell their allotments of power to 
private companies, who in turn would sell 
it largely to inhabitants of other states. 
They want the power not for use, but for 
profit. And they want their preference 
rights to extend for five years, in order 
to give them time to resell their allotments. 


The most charitable waf®to regard this 
plea is that it is a plan to derive State 
revenue from the inhabitants of other 
states, by acting as an unnecessary middle- 
man between a Government projegy and the 
consumers. The only other way to regard 
it is @s an attempt to serve the “power 
trust” by diverting to private distribution 
electric current imtended for public « use, 
which might be distributed more cheaply 
through public agencies. 


This is an exaggerated instance of a ten- 
dency often encountered. States, especially 
poorer Western states, like nothing so 
much as to dig deep into the Federal pork 
barrel, to enrich their own treasuries or 
favored citizens at the expense of the Na- 
tion. Any ability of Arizona and Nevada 
to do so in this case is derived merely from 
their power to obstruct. In view of the 
weight of lecal opinion which has already 
béen rendered on their contentions, it is in- 
conceivable that they could win in the end. 
Indeed, they might easily lose advantages 
already offered them. Those of their citi- 
zens. who have been enticed into support- 
ing the extravagant demands by rash prom- 
ises, would do well to check the local po- 
litical forces which have been unleashed, 
while there is still time. |
